for Violence 


The current crisis over Russia's 


closing of the laud corridor which 
links iho Western Allies' garrison 
m Berlin to tlie rest of Weslcrn- 
oe*j,;pied Germany is n perfect ex- 
ample of how the risk of war some- 
times becomes inevitable even for 
the very nations that are working 
for 
peace. 


I believe the record shows that 


Roosevelt at Yalta indicated certain 
Berlin concessions would be Riven 
the Russians, and Truman at Pols- 
clam carried 
his 
predecessor's 


policy to conclusion. In return. Hie 
Western Allies were guaranteed a 
corridor through which their Ber- 
lin troops and administrators could 
be*- supplied. 
. 
Russia 
has 
double-crossed 
the 


Western Allies, forbidding vail and 
highway transport to Berlin, and 
now threatening to blockade our 
emergency air supply shuttle 
by 


throwing military planes in the way 
of heavily-laden freight ships. 


It is an intolerable situation. Are 


Britain and the 
United 
States, 


which worked as much 
as any 


nations for the defeat of Germany 
and the capture of Berlin, now to 
seg themselves forced out of the 
Gfmian capital? Or will we back 
up our legal and just position by 
bringing up tanks, fighting planes 
and guns and men? 


Either way there is a calculated 


risk of war. But it might as well 
be now as later, for America is 
•not going to put up with the intol- 
erable uncertainty of a peace that 
can vanish 
overnight 
with the 


untimely firing of some sentry's 
gun. 


Unless we stand up now for what 


we won at the cost of two world 
vXffs 
there will be no uncertainty 


about a third war. We can always 
expect what we have surely asked 
lor. 


And as far as Russia is con- 


cerned—who is she to fight the 
world alone? And fight alone she 
will if she pushes the Western Allies 
into a shooting war.

And the 
Marshall Plan was the subject of 
1CF months' discussion, inspection 
hearings and debate.

He even took 
a quick trip to Europe and returned 
with the surprising news that there 
was no hunger abroad. 


This was at variance with the 


findings of most of his colleagues 
who took a similar junket, as "well 
as the findings of other visitors lo 
Europe.

The money needed for foreign 


ajj>. and the amount and kind of 
goods it should buy were deter- 
mined only after exhaustive in- 
quiry. European governments told 
what they needed. The President 
and his advisers struck a new bal- 
ance. Then Congress took a long 
and sharp look at this tremendous 
want-list. The final figure decided 
oh was no rubber stamp of any- 
body's dictation. It appeared to be 
a fair, intelligent and realistic: com- 
promise.

AMENDMENT NO. 40 


SUBMITTEDBY 


FIFTY-SIXTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SEN- 


ATE OF THE STATE OF AR- 
KANSAS AND BY THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES, A MA-

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the Stale of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the State for ap 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at'such an 
election, adopt such amendment 
the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wii: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


to the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax of one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male in- 
habitant of this State over the age 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorised to lew 
by a vote of the qualified electors 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance of schools, the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such lax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 


school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty ((iO> days in advance of the 
annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide fur the i'oregoiir: 
purposes, together with a rate- of 
tax levy .sufficient to provide the 
funds therefor, including the ' rale 
under any continuing levy for the 
retirement of indebtedness. 
If ; 


majority of the qualified voters in | 
said school district voting in the an-' 
ntial school election shall appro,-" 
the rate of tax so proposed by the 
Board of Directors, then the t.ix 
at the rate so approved shall be 
collected as provided by law.

Ihe event a majority of .said quali- 
fied electors voiin:.', in said annual 
school election shall disapprove t'ae 
proposed rale '.if tax. then (lie tax 
shall be collected at the rale ap- 
proved in the last preeeeding an- 
nual school election. 


Provided, t h a t no such f a x shall 


be appropriated fur anv oilier pur- 
pose nor to any other district than 
that for which il is levied.
